It is well known that tho Australian 
megapod is a bud that is accustomed to 
sit on its eggs. In certain parts of Aus­ 
tralia are found numerous mounds of 
considerable size and height which the 
first, ex plorers took to bo burial grounds. 
Those wore made by the Mogupodius 
tumulus, which uses them for hatching 
its eggs. They have sometimes consid­ 
erable dimensions. 
A nest that is 14 
feet high and 55 feet in circumference 
may be regarded as large. 
Each megapod buids its own 
nest 
with material which it gathers from all 
sides, and these are ex actly what the 
gardener uses in the month of March to 
make his forcing beds— namely, leaves 
and 
decomposing 
vegetable 
matter, 
which, by their fermentation, give off 
an appreciable amount of heat. 
In tin 
forcing beds this heat hastens the sprout­ 
ing of the seeds. In the nest it suffices- 
for the development and hatching of the 
young birds, and the mother < an go 
where she likes and occupy herself as 
she wishes without being troubled by 
the duties of sitting. 
In tho small island of Ninafou, in 
the Pacific, another bird has a some­ 
what sim ilar habit, in so far as it also 
abandons its eggs, but in 
p la c e of ob­ 
taining the necessary heat from fer­ 
mentation it gets it from warm sand. 
The leipoa, or native pheasant of Aus 
trulia, acts like the megapod and watch­ 
es the tem p era tu re of its mound very 
closely, covering and uncovering the 
eggs several times a day to cool them 
or heat them as becomes necessary. A ft­ 
er hatching, the young bird remains in 
the mound several hours, 
it leaves on 
the second day, but returns for the 
night, and not until the third day is it 
able to leave for good the paternal abode. 
— Revue Seieutifiquo.

If 
thi* paper proves to be wha t th** proprie- 
1 tors cla im, it is certa inly a meritorious 
iinvintion and w ill become g enera lly 
used by hospitals and during the rage of 
i .mm* epidi mies.

It has 
recently been ase< rtained, however, that 
even finer grades are produced in Korea. 
One eminent- authority states that “ the 
1 Korean paper e x ■*■!* the very b* *t that 
is made in Chum and J a pa n.”

put in Professor Henry Smith. “ No, 
no, ” protest d the old clergyma n, “ I did 
not finish the na me.” “ You didn’t even 
begin the other,” wa s the professor’s 
dry retort.

writing for litera ry purposes in Greece, 
so the rea lly strong a rgument of the 
“ critics” a ga inst the Mosa ic a ge a nd 
a uthorship of the Penta teuch wa s tha t 
neither Moses nor his contempora ries 
could rea d or write. The Tel el-Ama rna 
ta blets ha ve come to upset this supposed 
fa ct a nd to show tha t the Mosa ic a ge 
wa s a highly litera ry one. It is a musing 
to wa tch the undisguised relucta nce 
with which the “ critics” ha ve swa llow­ 
ed the unpa la ta ble fa ct tha t, a fter a ll, 
Moses could ha ve written the Isra elitish 
la w. —Contempora ry Review.

The Rev. F. S. Borta in of Puebla 
writes a s follows: “ It ma y be of inter­ 
est to tome of the rea ders of The Hera ld 
who visit Puebla to know of one of the 
less visited a ttra ctions in the vicinity 
of the City of the Angels. I refer to the 
‘cox coma re. ’ It is a bout 20 minutes’ dis­ 
ta nce from Puebla over the street ca r 
line to Cholula . Any street ca r conduct­ 
or ca n point it out to the curiosity 
seeker. It is to the right of the ca r Hue, 
a bout 500 ya rds dista nt. 
“ It looks from the ca r window to be 
a pile of white stones or a well blea ched 
ha ysta ck, but upon closer inspection 
proves to be a tumulus of white ca lca re­ 
ous stone, evidently of wa ter forma tion, 
a bout 50 feet in height a nd 100 feet in 
dia meter a t the ba se. The form is tha t 
of a trunca ted cone. 
At the a pex is a n 
elliptica l sha ped opening a bout 25 feet 
a long the minor a nd 50 feet a long the 
ma jor a x is. 
It is a bell sha ped ca vity 
a nd lined with ferns of va rious descrip­ 
tions. I should judge the depth to bo a t 
lea st 100 feet, a nd a t the bottom, so fa r 
a s is visible, the opening must be 60 
feet in dia meter. In the bottom, on one 
side, a re to be seen some gorgeous ferns, 
a nd on the other side a pool of wa ter. 
“ Tra dition sa ys tha t the a ncient Az­ 
tecs were a ccustomed to worship here 
the genius of the spot, a ud occa siona lly 
threw in a live victim to a ppea se his 
subterra nea n ma jesty. 
It is a lso sa id 
tha t a few victims of the inquisition 
were thrown down here to reflect upon 
the controverted points of doctrine. 
At 
a ll events, it is a most singula r frea k 
of na ture, a s it is in the middle of a 
level pla in, or ra ther a ba rley field. 
It 
looks to ha ve been some volca nic bubble, 
of which the grea t Mex ica n upla nd is so 
full, a nd is well worth a visit on the 
pa rt of the curious.
